Meant Literally His Denver 
Speech Appealing to Peo- 
ple to Give Up Liquor, 
Even if Lawfully Acquired 


HAS REEUSED GIFTS

RAWLINS, Wyo., June 26.—Pres- 
ident Harding has become a total ab- 
stainer. He meant literally the 
speech he delivered at Denver ap- 
pealing to the people of America to 
give up strong drink even though 
their stocks were lawfully acquired 
before the eighteenth amendment 
and Volstead act were adopted. Mr. 
Harding, it wag learned today, feels 


very deeply that as chief executive 
of the nation he should set an ex- 
ample of restraint, although there 
is no law against drinking liquor one 
has legally acpuired, and Mr. Hard- 
ing violated no law in taking an 
occasional drink in the White House. 

It has become known that in the 
last several months the President has 
refused gifts from close personal 
friends and has told them he meant 
to conform to the implications of the 
law as well as its specific obliga- 
tions. Since the Harding adminis- 
tration began no liquog has ever) 
been served at the table for official 
guests. There has been some goasip 
that personal friends would drop in 
at the White House, or meet the 
President at the golf links and offer 
a drink from a flask very much as 
might happen in the offices of Sen- 
ators and Representatives, but, while 
Mr. Harding has, simce early Marion 
days, enjoyed a sociable drink, he 
has had no regrets about practicing 
self-denial for he believes the 
greater good to be accomplished na- 
tionally by a strict observance of 
prohibition more than makes up for 
the indulgence. 

Regrets Rivalry of Classes. 

Close reading of the President's 
speech at Denver will reveal that he 
feels very keenly the _ rivalry of 
classes in America; the resentment 
of the working people over the fact 
that the rich can obtain all the 
liquor they want, irrespective of 
price. What Mr. Harding realizes, 
of course, is that there always will 
through one channel or 
another, some supply from sources 
that cannot be stopped to the 
wealthy. Mr. Harding appeals in 
the hope that they will voluntarily 
abstain from violating the law in 
purchasing liquor, and that they will 
either destroy what they have or 
fail to renew their supply when it is 
exhafsted. : 

The President thinks the very se- 
curity,.of American institutions de- 
pends’ on the attitude that the 
wealthy folk of the land take (0o- 
ward the Volstead law. If one law 
can be ignored, and an amendment 
held in contempt, he fears the whcle 
structure will collapse. As for him- 
self. the President has taken the 
natter to heart and, while the public 
hasn't known it, nevertheless it is a 
fact that for some time Mr. Harding 
has been abstaining and that he 
means to keep his household dry 
and will refrain, even when away 
from the White House, from accept- 
ing the invitations of friends or their 
gifts. 

No Sudden Development. 


Mr. Harding’s sense of increased 
responsibility has been no sudden de- 
velopment, his intimates say. He 
has been gradually coming to the 
conclusion that the sooner universal 
prohibition is actually practiced the 
better will it be for the moral fiber 
of the nation and the svoner will 
come those modificetions in existing 
law that the people shall desire. His 
own prediction is that the longer 
prohibition is in effect the greater

10 DEATH, FREED 


Warden of Arkansas Peni- 
tentiary Refuses to Receive 
Them From Sheriff—Six 
Others in State Prison. 


CASE DISMISSED BY 
STATE SUPREME COURT 


Men Had Been Tried for Al- 
leged Complicity in Insur- 
rection That Resulted in 
Several Deaths. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 26.— 
Six negrores, twice sentenced by Ar- 
kansas courts to be electrocuted after 
twice being convicted of murder in, 
the Elaine insurrection in October, 
1919, were at liberty today, a mis- 
understanding or contradiction of cr- 
ders having brought them release un- 
expectedly this morning as they 
stood knocking at the gates of the 
State penitentiary near here. 

Sheriff Calloway; of Lee County 
had brought them from the jail of 
Marianna, on orders from Judge Ro- 
bertson, of the Lee County Circuit 
Court, he said. Warden Hamp Mar- 
tin had no orders to receive them, 
and refused to admit them. They 
were set frea 

Recovering from their bewilder- 


yment, the six negroes with attendant 


relatives and attorneys, returned to 
Little Rock to spend the night as 
they pleased for the first time since 
three and a half years ago when 
they were arrested and charged with 
complicity in an uprising which re- 
sulted in the déath of several white 
‘persons and an undetermined num- 
ber qf negroes. 

An opinion of the Arkansas Su- 
preme Court yesterday directed the 
dismissal of the case against the ne- 
groes on a petition of defense coun- 
sel, which asserted that two terms 
of Court in Lee County, where their 
third trial had been set. had passed 
without their havig benen brought to 
trial. 

The negroes, Ed Ware, Joe Fox, 
John Martin, Alf Banks, Albert Giles 
and Will Wordlow, agreed. before 
leaving the penitentiary grounds that 
they would meet in the office of an 
attorney in Little Rock today. 

Six other negro defendants in the 
Elaine affair are in the penitentiary 
here awaiting action of Federal 
Judgef Trieber on a habeas corpus 
plea, based on the allegation that 
they did not receive’a fair trial at 
Helena in Phillips County, the locali- 
ty of the insurrection. 

The first reversal.of a verdict of 
guilty and a sentence of death in the 
case of negroes at liberty today, was 
caused by the failure of the jury to 
which they 
found the defendants guilty. Their 
verdict was “guilty as charged.” 

Reversal in the second conviction 
was based on the fact that no ne- 
groes were on the jury which found 
the six guilty, the Supreme Court de- 
claring that they had not been 
guaranteed a fair trial. 

In the second Elaine trial, at He- 
lena, attorneys for the negroes asked 
that the jury panel be quashed be- 
cause of alleged prejudice in its se- 
lection in as much e- ~~ negroes 
were drawn. The Circuit Judge sum- 
marily dverruled the plea, and this 
served as e of.several errors on 
which an appeal was taken and on 
which Supreme Court reversed the 
sentences. The Supreme Court did 
not go into the merits of the plea, 
but held that the Circuit Judge erred 
in not permitting submission of 
proof of the alleged discrimination 
due to race or color in selection of 
the panel.

LONDON, June 26.—Prime Minis- 


ter Baldwin announced in the House 
of Commons this afternoon that the 
government had decided to establish 
a home defense air force sufficient- 
ly strong to defend the country.ade- 
quately from attack by the strong- 
est air force within striking distance. 

The Premier said the home defense 
force would consist of 52 squadrons. 
This would add 34 squadrons to the 
authorized strength of the royal air 


forces. 

The force, continued the Premier, 
would be organized partly on a per- 
manent military basis and partly on 
a territorial or resérve basis. 

Baldwin concluded by stating that 
Gregt Britain, in conformity with 
her’ obligations under the covenant 
of the League of Nations, would 
gladly co-operate with other Govern- 
ments in limiting the strength of air 
armaments on liners simiHiar to the 
treaty of Washington. 

Arthur Ponsonby, labor member 
for Sheffield, asked “whether this 
new competition in armaments would 
not eventually lead to the same con- 
sequences as that last.” 

“No, I hope not,” replied § the 
Prime Minister, “I Hope that long 
before that date arises there may be 
some agreement in regard to limita- 
tion.” . 

Col. Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary 
of State for Air, in answering another 
query, declared emphatically that the 
whole object of this expansion was 
home defense and nothing else. 


A statement was made in the 
House of Lords May 9 by the Duke 
of Devonshire, secretary for the col- 
onies, who headed the government 
committee inquiring into Great Brit- 
ain’s air strength, that a consider- 
able increase in the air forces was 
necessary.

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Following is the tert of President 
Harding's discussion of prohibition, 
including an appeal to individuals to 
cease lawless drinking, from his 
speech on law enforcement at Den- 
ver yesterday: 1 


My Countrymen: It has deen 
said that “Of the making of 
books there is no end.”™ Quite 
as truthfully it might be para- 


phrased, “Of the making of laws 
there is no end.” We Americans 
undoubtedly hold all records for 
the making of a multiplicity of 
laws, state and national. If we 
were as assiduous about obeying 
and enforcing obedience to them 
as we are in gemanding and en- 
acting them,“there would be no 
particular occasion for me to ad- 
dress you today on the general 
subject of law enforcement. We 
all recognize that to secure ef- 
fective administration of the laws, 
to establish in the public mind an 
attitude of willing acceptance and 
obedience to law, is the most im- 
pressive mark of a civilized com- 
munity. 

Laws, of course, represent re- 
structions upon individual] liberty, 
and in these very restrictions 
make liberty more secure. The in- 
dividual surrenders something of 
his privilege to do as he pleases 
for the common good, and so or- 
ganized society is. possible. It is 
successful just about in propor- 
tion as laws are wise, as they rep- 
resent deliberate and intelligent 
public opinion, and as they are 
obeyed. Civilization had to travel 
a long way before it came to be 
commonly accepted that even an 
unwise law ought to be enforced 
in orderly fashion, because such 
enforcement would insure its re- 
peal or modification, also in or- 
derly fashion, if that were found 
desirable. 


Condemns Half-Baked Criticism. 


At this point it is worth while 
to raise a voice in protest against 
the vast volume of half-baked 
criticism that is constantly aimed 
against Americans, on the ground 
that they are alleged to be an un- 
disciplined and rather lawless 
community. The _ criticism, of 
course, arises out of the fact that 
during the period of a very short 
national life, during which the 
currents of human affairs and in- 
terests have moved more rapidly 
than in any other period of his- 
tory, we have been under the ne- 
cessity to establish institutions, 
laws, modes of administration, 
which would meet not only the re- 
quirements of a new community 
established in a new world, but 
would permit adaptation to rapid- 
ly changing conditions. It comes. 
alse of the very erroneous im- 
pression of many nationals that 
our liberty is a license, instead of 
guaranteed freedom under the 
law. 

Older countries have had the 
privilege of developing laws and 
institutions slowly, gradually,- 
painstakingly, through multiplied 
centuries in which change was 
commonly extremely slow. Ameri- 
ca had to build on the foundation 
of long-established European mod- 
els not always adaptable to our re- 
quirements, and therefore necessi- 
tating many experiments in modi 
fication and readaptation. More- 
over, we’ started our experiment 
just at the time when the old 
medieval order was being changed 
at high speed by the processes of 
the industrial and social revolution 
which marked emergence from the 
later middle ages into the onrush- 
ing era of modern industrialism, 
modern science and modern demo- 
cratic procedures in government. 

The founders of our country 
were compelled to establish insti- 
tutions here, in a time when their 
whole inheritance of intellectual, 
moral, political and industrial tra-

‘ditions was being wrenched by the 


most amazing revolution that hu- 
man society has known. In the 
circumstances, their achievement 
in laying the foundation, and our 
later one in building our present 
superstructure upon it, represents 
an accomplishment I believe with- 
out parallel. Thus viewed, I think 
we will find all justification for 
satisfaction in our progress thus 
far. and confidence in an assured 
future. 


~American Dual Sovercignty. 


Our problems are the prob- 
lems of a relatively new country. 
and of a new form of political 
organization, in a time of social 
flux. We shall not succeed if we 
attempt to solve them all at once; 
but no more shall we succeed if 
we assume to ignore their exist- 
ence, to shut our eyes to the fact 
that they are before us. The very 
basis of our political establish- 
ment is the idea of a dual sov- 
ereignty., of the States and the 
Nation: the idea of concurrent 
authority and concurregt respon- 
sibility. That is so elemental in 
our system that to do away with | 
it would amount to demolishing | 
our whole scheme of government. |

TEXT OF PRESIDENT’S APPEAL THAT 
LAWLESS DRINKING BE STOPPED AND 
THAT STATES MAKE DRY LAW EFFECTIVE 


Declare for Repeal of 
Eighteenth Amendment 
and That Proposed Aban- 
donment of State Author- 
ity to Execute Law Is “His- 
toric Political Blunder.”’ 


The intermediate zone which re- 
ceives light from two sovereign 
luminaries ought to be the best, 
not the worst, illumined region. 
I believe %& can be made exactly 
that if we will but realize the 
necessity for real co-operation be- 
tween National and State author- 
ity, if we will only develop ef- 
fective means for the _ exercise 
therein of concurrent jurisdiction. 


Problem Not New. 


The problem of concurrent jur- 
isdiction is not a new one brought 
to us with the eighteenth amend- 
ment. It is as old as the Federal 
Government. It has required to 
be dealt with by Congress and 
legislatures, by executives and by 
courts, in a multitude of relations 
to commerce, finance, transporta- 
tion, and indeed the whole realm 
of concerns in’ our complex so0- 
ciety. It has demanded our atten- 
tion in all the multitude of issues 
ranging from the regulation of 
trusts and transportation. and even 
of certain relations with foreign 
governments, to the proposal for 
a uniform statute of marriage and 
divorce. 

There have always been those 
who insisted that particular pole 
icies could not be carried out be- 
cause of the conflict of jurisdic- 
tions; but experience has proved 
that whenever a given issue be- 
cause so acute that evasion was im- 
possible, procedures have been de- 
vised for dealing with it. Who- 
ever will go back to the debates 
over the enactment of the anti- 
trust law, or the discussions of the 
interstate commerce measures, 
must recognize that these were but 
varying phases of the same gen- 
eral question that comes before 
us in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law. 

A good deal of useful accom- 
plishment toward uniformity and 
clarification of State and national 
laws has been effected through the 
efforts of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. This, of course, has been 
an unofficial effort—a labor of 
love and patriotism, conducted by 
men especially qualified for its di- 
rection. It has seemed possible 
that something rather more for- 
rial and official might be evolved 
from these beginnings, which 
should help in perfecting the coe 
ordination. President Roosevelt 
recognized this possibility when he 
called a council of governors to 
cunsider problems then demand- 
ing harmonious and uniform treat- 
ment. Under the present adminis- 
tration a similar course has been 
adopted in bringing together the 
State executives for consideration 
of methods to give full force and 
effect to the concurrent authority 
of states and nation under the 
eighteenth amendment. 


Case of Colorado River. 


We have dealt upon the same 
general principle in fixing a pro- 
gram for the utilization of the wa- 
ters of the Coborado River. Indeed 
I have thought these conferences 
contained the germ of an idea 
which may some day grow into a 
weeful auxiliary to our constitu- 
tional system; a formal council of 
cec-ordination, representing State 
and national governments; author- 
ized to examine into particular 
needs in this area, to devise proj- 
ects in co-ordinated action, and to 
propose them formally to the Con- 
gress and the legislatures. With- 
out possessing any powers of legis- 
lation or of mandatory initiation, 
euch a body mézht render,an ad- 
visoryv service which, if made per- 
manent and continuing, would con- 
ceivably be of great advantage. 

But for the present there are 
immediate problems before us, 
which cannot await the possible 
creation of any such slow, moving | 
mechanism of philosophic consid- 
@ration. The prohibition amend- 
ment to the Constitution is. the: 
basic law of the land. The Vol- 
been passed, provid- 
ing a code of enforcement. I arm 
convinced that they are a small, 
and a greatly mistaken, minority 
who believe the eighteenth amend- 
ment will ever be repealed. De- 
tails of enforcement policy doubt- 
less will be changed as experience 
dictates. Further, I am convinced 
that whatever changes may be 
made will represent the sincere 
purpose of effective enforcement, 
rather than moderation of the 
general policy. It will be the part 
of wisdom to recognize the facts 
as they stand. 


General Policy of States. 
The general policy of the states 
to suppart the prohibition  pro- 
gram. and to co-operate with the 
Federal Government regarding it. 
is attested by the fact that almost 
unanimously the states have 


’ 


own. A @ifficulty, however, aris- 
es at this point. A good deal uf 
testimony comes to Washingtoa 
that some states are disposed to 


abdicate their own police author- 
ity in this matter, and to turn over 
the burden of prohibition enforce- 
ment to the Federal authorities. 
It igs a singular fact that some 
states which successfully enforced 
their own prohibition statutes be- | 
fore the eighteenth amendment 
was adopted have latterly gone 
backwards in this regard. 


Communities in which the policy 
was frankly accepted as produc- 
tive of highly beneficial results, 
and in which there was no wide- 
spread protest so long as it was 
merely a State concern, report that 
since the Federal Government be- 
came in part responsible there 
has been a growing laxity on the 
part of State authorities about en- 
forcing the law. Doubtless this is 
largely due to a misconceived no- 
tion, too widely entertained, that 
the Federal Government has actu- 
ally taken over the real responsi- 
bility. The fact is quite the con- 
trary. The Federal Government is 
not equipped with the _ instru- 
mentalities to make enforcement 
locally effective. It does not main- 


tain either a police or a judicial es- 
tablishment adequate to or de- 
signed for such a task- If the bur- 
den of enforcement shall continue 
to be increasingly thrown upon the 
Federal Government, it will be 
necessary, at large expense, to 
create a Federal police authority 
which in time will inevitably come 
to be regarded as an intrusion 
upon and interference with the 
right of local authority to manage 
local concerns. The possibilities 
of disaster in such a situation 
hardly need to be suggested. Yet 
it is something that we must recog- 
nize as among the ménacés in this 


situation. 
Federal Government's Function. 


The Federal Government ought 


to perform, in connection with the 
enforcement of this policy, those | 
functions which are obviously | 
within its proper province. These | 
ere compliance in all its aspects | 
as it relates to international com- 
merce, the importation and ex- 
portation of liquors, the collection 
of Federal revenue, the prevention 
of smuggling, and in general the 
enforcement of the law within the 
proper realm of Federal authority. 
But the business of local enforce- 
ment, by states and cities, ought 
to be in the hands of the State and 
local authorities, and it should be 
executed in all sincerity and good 
faith, as other laws are presumed 
to be executed. 


What I am saving must not be 
construed as indicating any relax- 
ation of the national Government’s 
purpose to do its full duty in this 
matter. I have no doubt thatiif | 
the burden is cast, in undue pro- 
portion, upon the national author- 
ity the Federal Government will, 
not only under this administra- 
tion but under whatever others 
may come in the future, assume 
and discharge the full obligation. 
But I am: pointing out that this 
ought not to be made necessary. 
The national policy ought to be 
supported by the public opinion 
and the administrative machinery 
of the whole country. For my- 
self, I am confident that we are 
passing now through the most diffi- 
cult stage of this matter, and that

On July 
18, 1922, the combined political par- 
ties of the Saar requested the League 
Council. not to renew Dr. Hector’s 
mandate when it lapsed a month 
later. Not only was this request not 
conceded, but the Saarland delegates 
was thanked by Lord Balfour and 
others for his good services, chiefly 
on the etrength of a vote of confi- 
dence in Dr. Hector passed by a local 
chamber of agriculture under cir- 
cumstances obviously dictated by 
trade motives. 

The agitation in the Saar, now 
passed all bounds. The entire press 
printed criminal accusations against 
the Trustees of the League, and he 
was forced to take proceedings for 
libel. He lost his case and would 
have been arrested, but that by virtue 
of his office he enjoyed immunity 
from: the ordinary proceedings of 
justice. He retired, however, from 
his post,.on the plea of “ill-health.” 

“Meanness Exceeds Disloyalty.”’ 

The vacant office was at once con- 
ferred on hig friend, Herr Land, 
who, it need hardly be said, was ap- 
pointed by the League Council on 
the recommendation of the all-pow- 
erful M. Rault.

EMERSON HOUGH: A NOTE. 
Not long ago there deserted the pathway of 
Life for the trail that leads to the High Sierras, 


| Emerson Hough, maker of romantictales of the 


early West. His going out leaves a void. That 


means he lived beyond the allotment of years 


upon earth. There is no one to take the peculiar 
place he made for himself in the realm of 
American historical fiction. Since his death I 
have sometimes wondered whether it might not 
be assumed by Herbert Quick or Zane Grey, or. 
possibly. Hugh Pendexter, author of “Kings 
of the Missouri.” 

But the first fails to bring to his pioneer 
chronicles a certain verve and dash essential to 
their spirit: the second is too much concerned 
with output to devote much time to the required 
research: the third, while being hampered by 
inexperience in the craft. seems to have caught 
some of the méverment and a bit of the color. 
Pendexter, then, is the most promising candi- 
date of the three to fill the position occupied 
by Emerson Hough, who goes on to “leave & 
lonesome place against the sky.”

RSE even than death is 
WV the lingering misery of 
hopeless disease. When that 
disease attacks the nerves or brain, 
presided over by the delicate 
structures of the .neryous system, 
the condition may become a living 
death. Then to awaken after years 
of suffering to find that cure was 
possible is simply heartbreaking. 
Last year's visit of Prof. Lorenz 
brought to my attention the fact 
that in the city of New York are 
35,000 crippled children. This is 
bad enough, but to know that hun- 
dreds of these cripples were cur- 
able and did not know it was 
enough to make angels weep. 


The terrible thing about popular 
ignorance of medical matters is 


that needless suffering is permitted, - 


curable conditions are neglected 
and diseases easly cured in the be- 
ginning drift into hopeless incura- 
bility. In every community there 
are multitudes of persons who are 
suffering from what they call 
“nervous pains.” They are con- 
scious of lowered capacity for 
work. It is a.common experience 
for a man to be in mental agony 
over the probability of losing his 
job, because of his failure to keep 
up the pace. 

All such persons need wise ad- 
vice, or else serious mental disturb- 
ance may overtake them. 

It is not adults alone who are 
afflicted with nervous troubles re- 
quiring treatment. Willful chil- 
children 


who have persistent headaches, 
night terrors and twitching of the 
muscles, and children who lie and 
steal—all these are children who 
may become public charges if they — 
are not properly handled in the be- ~ 
ginning of their trouble. 

Unfortunately, too many times 
the nervous patient of the type I 
have described is not taken seri- 
ously by doctor or family. As a 
matter of fact, whether adult or 
child, the victim of any one of these 
nervous disabilities requires the ex- 
pert supervision of specialists in 
this line. : 

Successful treatment means more 


*than relief from any acute iliness— 


it means escape from lifelong suf- 
fering and mental disturbances. On 
this account it is essential to get 
early and well-directed treatment.
